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Printing  Trade's  Unemployment  Insurance. 

No    "Contracting  Out"   Scheme   for   the  Industry  yet  Avail- 
able ;  Individual  Trade  Unions  Arrange  to  Administer  the  Act. 


The  new  Unemployment  Insurance  Act 
comes  into  force  on  November  8th,  and  the 
insurance  books  are  now  being  distributed. 
The  subject  of  unemployment  insurance  is, 
therefore,  one  of  urgency,  and  the  various 
unions  in  the  printing  industry  have  their 
plans  well  in  hand  for  co-operating  in  the 
administration  of  the  Act. 

Briefly,  the  effect  of  the  Act  is  to  compel 
adult  workers  to  pay  4d.  per  week  towards  a 
State  scheme  providing  unemployment  bene- 
fit of  15s.  per  week  for  15  weeks  in  the  year. 
This  4d.  contribution,  which  is  to  be  supple- 
mented by  4d.  from  the  employer  and  2d.  by 
the  State,  is  to  be  deducted  from  the  wages 
each  week. 

"Contracting  Out," 

Section  18  of  the  Act  allows  of  a  whole  in- 
dustry "contracting  out  "  of  the  provisions  of 
the  Act,  by  providing  a  separate  scheme, 
which  must  offer  insured  persons  advantages 
at  least  as  great  as  those  they  would  obtain 
under  the  State  scheme.  Such  special 
schemes  are  difficult  to  work  out  ;  they  must 
cover  the  whole  industry,  including  even  un- 
organised employers  and  employed,  and  they 
must  satisfy  severe  Government  requirements, 
great  stress  being  laid  upon  accurate  demar- 
cation of  industries  and  a  sound  actuarial 
basis  for  every  scheme. 

Although  efforts  have  been  made  to  arrange 
that  the  whole  printing  industry  should 
"  contract  out  "  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act, 
as  provided  for  in  Section  18,  it  has  been  found 
impossible  to  make  the  necessary  arrange- 
ments for  a  special  scheme  so  as  to  have  one 
in  working  order  by  November  8th.     How- 


ever, the  collecting  of  data,  and  other  pre- 
liminaries necessary  to  the  adoption  of  a  spe- 
cial scheme,  are  being  continued,  the  inau- 
guration of  a  "contracting  out "  scheme  being 
postponed  for  four  months.  If  a  satisfactory 
scheme  is  then  available  and  can  be  put  into 
actual  operation  before  July  4th,  1921,  any 
funds  in  the  pool  will  accrue  to  the  industry. 
After  July  4th,  it  will  still  be  possible  to 
arrange  to  "  contract  out,"  but  at  the  later 
date  the  funds  pooled  will  be  lost  to  the 
industry. 

Unions  to  Administer  tlie  Act. 

Section  17  makes  it  possible  for  a  trade 
union  to  administer  the  State  scheme,  the 
union  paying  out  benefit  money  on  behalf  of 
the  State  and  a  refund  being  afterwards 
granted  in  respect  of  such  payments.  All  the 
unions  in  the  printing  and  kindred  trades  are, 
without  exception,  making  arrangements 
under  this  section. 

With  regard  to  the  initial  filling  in  of 
forms,  and  obtaining  books,  some  of  the  Lon- 
don unions  have  made  arrangements  to  pro- 
cure forms  on  behalf  of  their  members  from 
the  Laboui  Exchanges,  and  to  return  them  to 
the  Exchanges  in  bulk,  after  signature  by 
members;  the  books  also  to  be  procured  and 
issued  by  the  unions.  Other  unions,  how- 
ever, take  the  view  that  all  this  handling  of 
forms  and  books  is  not  worth  while  to  the 
union,  and  they  will  probably  instruct  their 
members  to  apply  direct  to  the  Labour  Ex- 
cljanges  for  forms  and  books. 

.\  point  of  special  interest  to  those  unions- 
which  cover  a  good  deal  of  "grass"  labour 
was  raised  at  the  recent  quarterly  meeting  of 
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the  Joint  Industrial  Council  when  a  Govern- 
ment representative,  Mr.  Monroe,  was  present 
to  explain  the  Act  and  answer  questions.  Mr. 
W.  C.  Warren,  secretary  to  the  National 
Society  of  Electrotypers  and  Stereotypers, 
submitted  that  his  members— like  those  of 
several  other  unions-had  often,  under  the 
O.VV.D.  procedure,  lost  their  chances  of  ob- 
taining jobs  through  having  to  go  to  the  Ex- 
changes to  get  their  books  before  applying 
for  the  jobs;  it  was  often  found  that  the  queue 
of  applicants  for  books  was  so  great  that  a 
delay  of  two  or  three  hours  was  involved. 
Mr.  Warren  urged  that  societies  making  ar- 
rangements under  Section  17  sliould  be 
alio  wed  to  retain  the  books  and  give  their  mem- 
bers certificates  of  lodging  for  transmission  to 
the  Exchange,  thus  reversing  the  present  pro- 
cedure. Mr.  Monroe  undertook  to  submit 
this  proposal  to  the  Employment  Department 
of  the  Board  of  Trade. 

A  Severe  Restriction. 
Referring  to  the  decision  by  the  Ministry  of 
■Labour  that  the  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
men  and  women  who  will  be  out  of  work  on 
and  after  December  6th,  when  the  first  pay- 
ment of  the  State  benefit  is  due  under  the 
terms  of  the  new  Unemployment  Insurance 
Act,  are  not  to  receive  benefit  unlebS  they  have 
been  in  icork  during  each  of  the  previous  four 
weeks,  Mr.  T.  E.  Naylor  (secretary,  London 
Society  of  Compositors)  writes  to  the  Press 
calling  this  a  most  unjust  decision  and  urging 
that  immediate  reconsideration  be  given  to 
the  matter.  "  Surely,"  he  says,  "  it  should  be 
sufficient  if  the  card  of  the  unemployed  per- 
son is  duly  stamped  during  the  qualifying 
period,  without  making  actual  employment  a 
condition,  which,  in  these  days,  it  may  beim- 
(Possible  to  fulfil  for  a  very  long  period."

Dr.  Macnamara  told  Mr.  Clough  in  the 
Commons  last  week,  that  the  latest  index 
figure  of  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  living  was 
164  per  cent,  on  October  ist.  Answering  Mr. 
Thomas,  he  said  this  included  the  price  of 
food  and  certain  commodities  and  increased 
rents. 

Later,  Mr.  Austen  Chamberlain,  replying  to 
a  question  by  Mr.  Purchase,  said  he  was  afraid 
that  one  effect  of  the  miners'  strike  might  be 
an  increase  in  the  cost  of  living  owing  to  the 
decline  in  the  value  of  sterling  and  the  in- 
creased cost  of  inward  freight  caused  by  the 
diminution  of  exports. 


Messrs.  Tullis  and  Co.,  Ltd.,  Edinburgh, 
have  addressed  to  the  Press  a  spirited  attack 
upon  the  new  Unemployment  Insurance 
Scheme.  They  state  that  it  has  always  been 
Their  policy  to  find  work  for  their  full  staff 
through  slack  times,  and  to  pay  full  salaries 
during  illness.  It  maybeadded  that  thisfirm 
for  many  years  has  had  in  operation  a  modi- 
fied scheme  of  co-partnership.

Challenge  Trophy  for  Printing  Charities. 


The  Association  was  founded  in  1899,  and 
since  that  time  has  made  steady  progress 
both  in  regard  to  membership  and  usefulness 
to  those  it  seeks  to  serve.  Though  small  in 
numbers  compared  with  kindred  organisa- 
tions, it  has  more  than  justined  its  existence 
by  the  work  it  has  accomplished  on  behalf  of 
the  manager  and  overseer  engaged  in  the 
electrotyping  and  stereotyping  branches  of 
the  trade.  It  has  also  taken  a  keen  interest 
in  the  welfare  of  the  craft  as  a  whole.  At 
present  its  membership  is  confined  to  London, 
although  it  anticipates  that,  as  time  ad- 
vances and  its  aims  become  more  generally 
kno-^-n,  it  will  extend  its  borders  to  new  and 
wider  areas. 

The  usual  monthly  meeting,  which  took 
place  on  the  19th  inst.  at  St.  Bride  Institute, 
Bride-lane,  E.G. 4,  was  a  well  -  attended 
gathering,  and  the  chair  was  occupied  by  the 
president,  Mr.  A.  Chadwell. 

After  the  president  had  extended  a  warm 
welcome  to  the  new  members,  Mr.  W.  Bullett 
(sec.)  read  the  minutes  of  the  previous  meet- 
ing, which  were  duly  confirmed. 

The  next  business  dealt  with  concerned  the 
status  of  members  in  the  event  of  their  be- 
coming master  men.  Discussion  arose  as  to 
the  advisability  of  the  Association  allowing 
such  men  to  retain  their  membership. 

The  president  said  he  would  like  to  have  a 
free  expression  of  members'  views  on  the 
matter,  and  after  some  further  discussion  it 
was  agreed  that  members  who  became  master 
men  be  allowed  to  retain  their  membership. 

The  Association's  Challenge  Cup. 

In  connection  with  the  medals  being  offered 
by  Mr.  Fry  (Fry's  .Metal  Foundry)  the  presi- 
dent said  he  had  sounded  the  members  on  the 
matter,  and  he  gathered  there  was  a  general 
desire  that  a  football  challenge  cup  should  be 
offered  from  the  Association  to  be  competed 
for  annually  in  their  branch  of  the  trade  in 
aid  of  the  various  printing  charities.  Mr. 
Chadwell  said  it  would  show  a  fine  feeling  of 
the  overseers  to  the  men,  and  he  was  sure  it 
would  be  cordially  accepted  by  the  men's 
Society. 

Mr.  Black  proposed  that  a  cup  be  presented 
from  the  Association  to  cost  not  less  than  £-^0, 
the  amount  to  be  raised  by  a  levy  of  los.  from 
each  member  and  the  balance  to  be  made  up 
from  the  funds. 

Mr.  A.  J.  Latimer  thought  whatever  they 
did  in  the  matter  it  should  be  done  hand- 
somely and  in  a  manner  worthy  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. 

It  was  finally  agreed  on  the  proposition  of 
Mr.  J.  E.  Sunderland,  seconded  by  Mr.  H. 
Filkins,  that  a  cup  be  purchased  to  cost  not 
less  than  £30,  to  be  raised  by  voluntary  sub- 


scriptions from  the  members,  and  the  balance 
to  be  made  up  from  the  funds  of  the  Associa- 
tion. 

A  member  expressed  his  warm  approval  of 
the  iiiea,  and  said  he  would  be  very  pleased 
to  put  a  guinea  on  the  table  as  a  send-off. 

Mr.  Warren  jocularly  hinted  at  the 
possibility  of  the  overseers  arranging  a  team 
to  compete  for  the  cup. 

Annual  Dinner. 

rhe  secretary  announced  that  the  stewards 
had  the  arrangements  for  the  annual  dinner 
well  in  hand,  and  he  hoped  to  see  a  large 
gathering  at  Anderton's  on  the  30th  inst., 
when  dinner  is  to  be  served  at  5.45  p.m. 

Further  discussion  followed,  confined  more 
or  less  to  the  private  affairs  of  the  Associa- 
tion, in  which  Messrs.  Warren,  Sunderland. 
Black,  Huggins,  and  Clark  took  part,  after 
which  the  meeting  terminated. 


"  Gilbert.— On  the  i8th  October,  1920,  at 
49,  Woodlands-road,  Ilford,  Thomas  James 
Gilbert,  aged  71."— So  ran  the  notice  of  the 
death  of  the  dear  old  friend  known  to  us  as 
"Tommy."'  He  was  a  picture  out  of  Dickens, 
and  no  portrait  would  be  so  near  him  as 
"  Pickwick  "  himself. 

He  was  for  20  years  representative  of  Cul- 
ross  and  Co.,  ink  manufacturers,  of  Farring- 
don-street,  and  latterly  of  Messrs.  Slater  and 
Palmer. 

In  his  young  days  he  was  a  prominent  Free- 
mason, and  founded  the  Caxton  Lodge,  so  we 
believe,  but  whatever  he  did,  he  was  one  of 
those  who  did  not  let  his  left  hand  know 
what  his  right  hand  (and  a  jolly  good  right 
hand)  ever  did.  He  was  a  friend  of  all  the 
charities  connected  with  the  trade,  and  was  a 
landmark  and  relic  of  the  olden  days  in  Fleet- 
street. 

At  the  funeral  at  Ilford,  on  Monday  the  25th, 
after  the  usual  funeral  service,  a  friend,  who 
prefers  to  be  anonymous,  asked  permission  to 
say  a  few  words.  He  said  :  "  Thomas  Gilbert 
— otherwise  known  to  his  friends  in  the  City 
as  '  Tommy  ' — professed  nothing,  but  he  went 
about  doing  good.  Many  an  old  and  en- 
feebled printer  was  his  pensioner,  and  waited 
on  Fridays  for  the  dole  that  kept  him  out  of 
the  workhouse.  He  said  little,  but  did  more.  " 
At  the  funeral  there  were  very  few  of 
those  standing  by  but  had  been  befriended 
in  some  way  and  at  "jome  time  or  other  by 
"Tommy."  As  Kingsley  says,  he  loved  to 
help  "lame  dogs  over  stiles"  and  he  never 
talked  about  it.  We  all  miss  him,  tight 
breeches  and  all,  and  his  memory  will  long 
be  with  us.  We  echo  the  prayer  of  Dickens, 
"  Lord  keep  my  memory  green."  Many  old 
friends  were  around  his  grave  and  will  think 
of  him  and  his  cheery  ways  for  many  a  long 
vear  to  come.

Dr.    Ross's  Theory   Combated. 


Those  who  remember  the  comparative 
figures  for  the  incidence  of  consumption  in 
the  different  sections  of  the  printing  industry 
would  doubtless  wonder  how  Dr.  Ross's 
"list  "theory  (explained  in  these  pages  last 
week)  accords  with  the  marked  special  inci- 
dence of  the  disease  in  the  machine-rooms. 
Mr.  Leonard  Hill,  taking  up  this  point,  writes 
to  The  Times  as  follows  :— 

"  Tuberculosisattacksthe  operativeprinters' 
assistants  more  severely  than  the  compositors, 
and  they  do  not  handle  the  boxes  of  type. 
The  air  of  printing  shops  is  not  particularly 
dusty,  and  it  seems  most  improbable  that  the 
inhalation  of  silica  dust  therein  has  anything 
to  do  with  the  problem  of  tuberculosis.  If 
the  printing  shops  were  removed  to  garden 
cities,  where  the  work  in  the  stagnant  air  of 
the  shop  could  be  balanced  by  exercise  in  the 
playing  field  and  the  garden,  and  fresh  young 
green  food,  eggs,  etc.,  could  be  had  from  the 
garden,  and  if  medical  inspection  could  pick 
out  and  send  to  the  sanatorium  early  cases  of 
consumption,  there  would,  I  believe,  be  an 
end  to  the  present  high  rate  of  tuberculosis 
among  printers.  Apart  from  the  garden  city, 
something  may  be  done  by  improved  ventila- 
tion of  the  shops,  and  by  teaching,  through 
their  trade  union  journals  and  lectures,  the 
need  of  all  for  open-air  exercise  and  green 
food,  the  danger  to  others  of  active  cases  of 
consumption  continuing  at  work,  aiid  the 
need  for  their  segregation  at  sanatoria." 


At  the  annual  convention  of  the  United 
TypothetcB  of  America,  held  last  month,  a 
resolution  was  passed  calling  upon  "national 
organisations  of  paper  merchants,  paper 
manufacturers  and  printing  machinery  manu- 
facturers to  severally  approve  committees  to 
join  with  a  special  committee  representing 
the  United  Typothet;:e  of  America,  the 
appointment  of  which  by  the  incoming  ad- 
ministration is  recommended  and  encouraged, 
in  an  effort  to  analyse  the  needs,  reduce  the 
number  of  sizes,  weights,  colours  and  grades 
of  paper,  standardise  machinery  sizes,  inves- 
tigate methods  of  increasing  paper  production 
and  determine  a  reduction  to  the  minimum 
of  the  number  of  watermarks  in  commercial 
paper." 


Manchester  Press  Club,  the  oldest  Press 
club  in  Europe,  will  celebrate  its  jubilee  on 
November  12th.  A  reception  of  the  leading 
citizens  will  be  held  on  the  club  premises  on 
that  day,  and  members  and  ex-members  will 
dine  together  the  following  evening.

Emplovinent  in  the  paper,  printing  and 
bookbinding  trades  was  fairly  good  on  the 
whole  during  September,  but  showed  a  further 
slight  decline  as  compared  with  the  previous 
month. 

With  letterpress  printers  employment  was 
not  quite  so  good  as  in  August,  and  a  little 
short  time  was  reported  from  certain  pro- 
vincial centres,  including  Newcastle,  Leeds, 
Sheflield,  Nottingham  and  Edinburgh.  In 
London,  although  a  considerable  amount  of 
overtime  was  worked  by  compositors,  em- 
ployment showed,  in  most  cases,  a  decline  as 
compared  with  the  previous  month.  With 
electrotypers  in  London,  however,  employ- 
ment was  reported  to  be  good.  In  the  litho- 
graphic printing  trade,  employment  was  on 
the  whole,  fair,  although  not  quite  so  good  as 
during  August.  A  little  short  time  was  re- 
ported from  some  districts. 

Employment  in  the  bookbinding  trade  in 
London  was  good  during  September,  but 
showed  a  slight  decline  as  compared  with 
the  previous  month,  especially  among  ma- 
chine rulers,  and  some  short  time  was  worked. 
In  the  provinces  employment  was  generally 
fair  and  rather  worse  than  for  August.  On 
the  whole,  employment  in  the  bookbinding 
trade  was  somewhat  better  than  in  September 
of  last  year. 

According  to  returns  received  by  the  Labour 
Gazette, the  numberof  members  of  trade  unions 
is  put  at  81.546  in  the  printing  trade,  the  per- 
centage of  unemployed  at  the  end  ©f  Septem- 
ber being  16,  as  against  r5  in  August  and  r2 
in  September  of  last  year,  the  increase  being 
01  per  cent,  compared  with  a  month  ago,  and 
04 per  cent,  compared  with  a  year  before.  In 
thebookbindingsection,  the  tradeunion  mem- 
bership is  given  as  14,038.  with  a  percentage  of 
unemployed  of  08,  an  increase  of  02  per  cent, 
on  a  month  ago,  but  a  decrease  of  V5  per  cent, 
on  a  year  before. 

Returns  made  by  employers  show  the  num- 
ber of  workpeople  in  the  printing  ofTices  con- 
cerned to  be  10.595,  an  increase  of  10  per  cent, 
compared  with  the  previous  month  and  an 
increase  of  80  per  cent,  compared  with  a  year 
ago.  The  total  wages  paid  amounted  to 
/"38,:74,  an  increase  of  20  percent,  over  the 
previous  month  and  an  increase  of  277  over  a 
year  ago.  In  the  bookbinding  trade,  em- 
ployers' returns  showed  5,312  workpeople,  a 
decrease  of  05  on  the  previous  month,  but  an 
increase  of  119  on  a  year  ago.  The  ;ri3,o67 
paid  to  all  workpeople  represented  a  decrease 
of  15  on  the  previous  month  and  an  increase 
of  39  5  on  a  year  ago.

Current  Topics. 


Labour  and  Coal. 

As  WE  go  to  press  the  labour  position 
generally  remains  highlj'  critical;  the  atti- 
tude of  the  raihvaymen  to  the  coal  strike  is 
in  the  balance,  and  somewhat  anxious  interest 
awaits  the  outcome  of  the  conference  of  Trade 
Union  Executives  called  by  the  Parliamentary 
Committee  of  the  Trade  Union  Congress. 
Even  apart  from  the  serious  effects  of  the  coal 
shortage,  the  labour  crisis  holds  possibilities 
of  further  consequence  to  the  printing  in- 
dustry. The  following  resolution  was  passed 
at  a  special  meeting  of  the  executives  of  the 
London  Printing  Trades  on  Saturday  after- 
noon:  "That  this  meeting  of  representatives 
of  the  Printing  Trades  Unions  of  London, 
recognising  that  the  miners'  case  is  a  just  one, 
and   that  the  Government  action  is  a  direct 
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attack  on  the  whole  trade  union  movement, 
assure  the  miners  of  their  fullest  support,  and 
express  the  hope  that  the  dispute  will  have 
an  early  and  successful  termination." 

Effects  of   the  Coal  Shortage. 

The  printing  industry  had  not  long  to  wait 
before  the  importance  of  the  miners'  strike 
was  brought  home  to  its  members.  The  50 
per  cent,  reduction  in  coal,  gas  and  electricity 
at  once  made  itself  seriously  felt  in  some 
directions,  and  the  Master  Printers'  organisa- 
tion promptly  took  the  matter  up,  and  on 
I'riday  circulated  the  proposal  of  reducing 
working  hours  in  certain  departments  of 
printing  houses  affected  by  the  shortage. 
Some  firms,  it  is  reported,  have  given  em- 
ployees provisional  notice  of  discharge,  but 
most  employers  are  making  arrangements 
with  their  staffs  to  carry  on  as  long  as  pos- 
sible with  such  supplies  as  are  available— a 
reduction  of  hours  being  arranged  where 
necessary.  The  printing  trade  unions  have 
approved  the  general  principle  of  reduction  of 
hours  v/here  the  need  arises,  but  individual 
employers  and  workers"  chapels  are  appar- 
ently left  free  to  make  what  arrangements 
they  can  in  view  of  greatly  varying  local 
conditions.

The  following  terms  have  been  agreed 
between  the  National  Union  of  Bookbinders 
and  Machine  Rulers  and  the  Master  Printers' 
Federation,  to  apply  to  all  grades,  including 
London,  on  and  from  the  first  pay-day  in 
November. 

The  ratio  of  apprentices  to  journeymen 
allowable  is:  i  apprentice  to  i  to  3  journey- 
men, 2  to  4  to  6,  3  to  7  to  9,  4  to  10  to  12,  5  to 
13  to  15,  6  to  16  to  18,  7  to  19  to  24,  and  one 
apprentice  to  every  additional  8  journeymen. 

For  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  present 
London  position  (i  apprentice  to  3  journey- 
men), it  is  agreed  that  the  ratio  in  London 
beyond  seven  apprentices  shall  be  one  appren- 
tice to  every  five  journeymen  for  a  period  of 
four  years,  thereafter  to  conform  to  the  above. 

The  scale  of  wages  for  all  grades  is  to  be  : 
First  year,  ^th ;  second,  lih.;  third,  Jth ; 
fourth,  Jrd  ;  fifth,  40  per  cent. ;  sixth,  47I  per 
cent.  ;  seventh,  55  per  cent.,  of  the  district 
journeyman's  minimum  rate;  making  the 
London  rates  (on  the  present  minimum  of  95s.) 
—  1st  year,  i6s. ;  2nd,  19s.;  3rd,  24s.;  4th,  31s- 
6d. ;  5th,  3SS. ;  6th,  45s.  ;  7th,  52s. 


The  Compositor's  Wages. 

Sir, — I  have  noticed  the  correspondence  in 
your  paper  as  to  the  present  rate  of  wages 
paid  to  compositors  in  London.  There  are 
various  ways  in  which  the  question  may  be 
examined. 

The  minimum  rate  for  the  compositor  in 
London  is  £"4  15s.  per  week,  and  as  he  is  paid 
for  public  holidays  as  well  as  a  week's  holi- 
day, he  receives  52  times  £"4  15s.,  or  £^^^  in 
cash  per  annum. 

A  master  printer,  however,  looks  at  it  in 
rather  a  different  light,  as  he  pays  52  weeks' 
V,  ages  for  50  weeks  of  work  (owing  to  the 
two  weeks'  holidays),  and  therefore  the  cost 
to  him  is  £^  i8s.  9d.  per  week  when  the  com- 
positor is  at  work. 

If  the  wages  cost  per  hour  be  compared 
with  the  pre-war  wages  cost,  the  difference  is 
that  under  pre-war  conditions  the  holidays 
(with  only  a  very  few  exceptions)  were  not 
usually  paid  for,  and  therefore  the  master 
printer  paid  39s.  for  so  hours  of  work,  or  9'3bd. 
per  hour.  Now  he  pays  £^  i8s.  9d.  per  week 
of  48  hours,  or  2s.  ofd.  per  hour. 

This  is  a  correct  statement  of  the  position, 
and  one  that  will  be  agreed  by  both  the  em- 
ployers and  the  men,  and  in  times  of  difficulty 
it  is  always  desirable  to  avoid  any  miscon- 
ception of  the  facts.

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More  Bindery   Apprentices. 

The  chief  feature  of  the  month  is  tlie  issue 
of  an  official  scale  of  apprentices'  wages.  The 
new  rates  will  no  doubt  increase  the  wage 
bill  in  many  establishments,  but  the  increased 
proportion  of  apprentices  to  journeymen  will 
more  than  counter-balance  any  slight  addi- 
tion to  the  pay-roll.  In  the  long  run  there 
will  accrue  a  very  lasting  benefit  to  both  sides 
by  the  influx  of  m'ore  labour  of  a  better  quality. 
A  low  apprenticeship  wage  cannot  attract  the 
right  type  of  boy,  and  for  a  long  time  past  the 
printing  trades  generally  have  stood  at  a  dis- 
advantage from  this  very  reason.  There  was 
a  time,  not  long  back,  when  in  the  choice  of 
trade  or  occupation  the  office  held  much 
greater  attraction  than  the  bench.  Long 
hours,  low  remuneration,  monotony  of 
routine  and  no  outlet  for  ambition,  a.11 
seemed  linked  up  with  trades.  Since  the 
war.  the  progress  of  the  tradesman  has  far 
surpassed  that  of  the  office  or  counterman 
and  there  is  a  good  enough  opening  for  the 
apprentice  in  any  of  the  allied  trades.  The 
last  obstacle  was  the  tardiness  associated 
with  the  change  of  apprenticeship  conditions, 
but  this  is  partly  removed  by  the  new  ar- 
rangement. 

Some  Slackness  of  Trade. 

The  demand  in  the  bookbinding  industry 
has  declined  very  perceptibly  of  late,  but  so 
far  not  to  the  sanne  extent  as  in  the  printing 
side.  Letterpress  binding  is  slower  than  sta- 
tionery and  there  is  asyet  comparatively  little 
unemployment  in  the  latter  section.  At  the 
moment  the  coal  strike  bids  fair  to  disorganise 
all  trades,  and  already  many  houses  have 
adopted  short  time  in  order  to  conserve  light 
and  energy.  A  further  result  of  the  strike  is  to 
put  a  ban  on  buying,  not  a  bad  thing  in  its 
way,  because  of  the  permanent  effect  which  a 
lessened  demand  will  have  on  prices.  Manu- 
facturers are  at  last  thoroughly  alarmed  at 
the  lapse  of  requirements,  and  there  is  little 
doubt  that  future  business  will  be  conducted 
by  them  on  a  smaller  margin  of  profit.  That 
is  one  of  the  essential  and  inevitable  steps 
towards  stable  post-war  conditions. 

Prices  of  Haterials  Decline. 

In  the  market  for  materials,  there  are  signs 
of  an  appreciable  decline  in  price.  Good  class 
basils  are  offered  at  is.  per  foot,  rough  calfsat 
2s.  gd.  per  foot,  anglo-russias  at  2s.  qd.  to  3s. 
per  foot,  and  fair  calfs  at  t.s.  to  3s.  6d.  Moroccos 
of  the  best  grade  are  still  rather  difficult  to 
secure  and  are  bringing  a  good  price.  The 
leather  agents  are  gradually  accumulating 
stocks  and  customers  are  receiving  circulars 


advising  them  of  parcels  on  offer.  After  a 
long  spell,  the  parchment  manufacturers  are 
in  need  of  orders.  For  the  last  few  years  it 
has  been  difficult  for  the  ordinary  user  to 
secure  supplies  of  parchment  and  foril,  the 
bulk  of  the  skins  produced  being  taken  up  by 
the  Government.  Official  requirements  are 
now  at  a  low  ebb,  and  as  a  consequence  the 
trade  is  approaching  the  ordinary  user.  Prices 
are  down  about  15  to  20  per  cent,  at  the 
moment,  but  there  is  room  for  a  further 
decline  which  will  be  hastened  by  the  absence 
of  orders. 

Qlues  and  fletai  Leafs. 

The  glue  merchants  are  loth  to  admit  a  fall 
in  price,  but  the  dearth  of  orders  is  forcing 
them  to  make  attractive  offers,  which  point 
the  way  to  a  general  fall  to  a  new  level  of 
prices.  Scotch  glue,  which  had  over-reached 
the  £g  limit,  is  back  to  £8  per  cwt.,  and  Town 
glue  has  fallen  from  £6  los.  to  £s  iss.  per 
cwt.  Further  reduction  may  be  anticipated. 
In  the  gold  and  metal  leaf  line,  German  com- 
petition has  commenced  in  earnest,  and 
favourable  quotations  are  to  hand.  Our  own 
manufacturers  and  agents  are  slightly  re- 
ducing their  prices  in  accordance.  The  latest 
price  for  i  in.  by  3I  in.  gold  leaf  is  92s.  per 
1,000,  as  against  qss.  gd.,  German  price.  We 
note  that  an  English  house  has  amalgamated 
with  a  well-known  Belgian  manufacturer  of 
leaf  and  powder  for  the  bookbinding  and 
allied  traders. 

Book  Cloth,  Tapes  and  Threads. 

Book  cloths  have  not  yet  declined  in  price 
but  cotton  values  must  work  their  influence 
through  eventually.  There  is  still  a  shortage 
and  a  heavy  demand  for  book  cloths,  which 
enables  the  maker  to  keep  his  prices  firm. 
Real  linen  buckrams  are  on  offer  in  increasing 
quantity  at  5s.  5d.  per  yard,  a  price  which  is 
still  open  to  improvement  from  the  users' 
point  of  view.  Tapes  and  threads  are  com- 
mencing on  the  downward  path,  but  we  shall 
have  to  wait  some  time  for  developments. 
Strawboards. 

Strawboards  are  too  plentiful,  and  despite 
occasional  exceptional  offers,  users  cannot  be 
induced  to  buy.  Most  binders  are  adequately 
stocked  as  the  result  of  earlier  buying,  and  in 
view  of  the  financial  situation  do  not  wish  to 
commit  themselves  further.  The  price  for 
unlined  Dutch  boards  (lightweight)  is  £"21 
per  ton,  with  ^3  extra  for  heavy  weights. 
This  price  may  remain  firm  for  some  time, 
but  there  are  many  merchants  willing  to  re- 
lease stocks  at  £2  below  the  official  figure  for 
the  sake  of  doing  business.

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Cutting  Machines  for  Paper. 

A  machine  for  cutting  out  the  corners  of 
cardboard  and  like  blanks,  as  patented  by 
the  Stokes  and  Smith  Co.,  is  provided  with 
means  for  simultaneously  adjusting  the 
cutters  and  blank-feed  mechanism  to  provide 
for  cutting  blanks  of  varying  sizes,  registering 
devices  for  locating  the  blank  in  the  cutting 
position,  a  blank-feed  stopping  device  oper- 
ated from  a  registering  device  when  the 
movement  of  the  latter  is  fouled  by  a  blank 
incorrectly  positioned  under  the  cutter,  and  a 
device  for  collecting  the  cut  blanks  in  piled 
formation  and  with  their  flaps  bent.  The 
blanks  are  fed  from  the  bottom  of  a  pile  on  a 
table  53  by  a  reciprocating  table  55,  an  adjust- 
able gate  63  controlling  the  number  of  blanks 
simultaneously  fed.  Driven  rolls  41  then 
feed  the  blanks  in':o  the  cutting  position, 
gauges  67,  68,  and  a  stop  69  serving  to  position 
the  same.  An  oscillating  finger  73,  raised 
into  the  path  of  feed  by  the  weight  of  its 
connected  parts  and  lowered  therefrom  by 
cam  action,  normally  engages  the  rear  of  a 
blank  to  ensure  the  engagement  of  the  blank 
with  the  stop  69.     Should  the  finger  73  be  un- 


able to  rise  through  a  jamming  of  a  blank 
above  it,  cam  mechanism,  normally  inopera- 
tive, on  a  shaft  32  is  brought  into  action  to 
raise  a  stop  83  to  prevent  further  feed  of  the 
blank  until  the  obstruction  has  been  removed, 
whereupon  the  stop  83  is  lowered  again  by 
the  release  by  the  operator  of  a  spring  bolt  91 
or  the  like.  A  pair  of  vertical  plates  serve  to 
counteract  any  raising  of  the  blank  by  the 
finger  73.  The  cutting  apparatus  comprises 
four  rectangular  knives  31  and  their  coacting 
bars  25,  these  knives  being  mounted  in  pairs 
on  carriages  11  adapted  to  be  adjusted  simul- 
taneously to  or  from  each  other  for  blanks  of 
varying  lengths.  The  pairs  of  cutters  on  each 
carriage    are    likewise    mounted    for    simul- 


taneous adjustment  for  blanks  of  varying 
widths.  The  knives  31  are  each  mounted  in  a 
head  for  vertical  reciprocation  from  the  shaft 
32  carried  by,  and  below,  its  respective  car- 
riage II,  and  each  head  is  also  provided  with 
a  bevelled  finger  70,  which  engages  the  blank 
in  advance  of  the  cutter  to  ensure  perfect 
lateral  registration  of  the  blank.  The  feed 
table  53  and  its  associated  feed  mechanism 
are  all  carried  by  the  adjacent  carriage  11  so 
that  the  desired  relationship  of  parts  is  not 


affected  by  adjustment  of  the  latter.  The 
blanks  are  supported  in  their  cutting  position 
by  a  plate  92  which  is  adapted  to  raise  the 
cut  blanks  into  engagement  with  vertical 
walls  98,  adjustably  carried  by  the  cutter 
heads,  to  bend  downwardly  the  flaps  of  the 
blank.  These  walls  are  flared  upwardly  to 
allow  the  flaps  to  extend  somewhat  and  be 
frictionally  retained  by  the  walls  in  a  nested 
relationship  with  adjacent  blanks. 


Scrap   Books. 

Mr.  V.  C.  Grant  has  patented  an  invention 
by  which  the  pages  of  scrap  and  similar 
books  are  provided  with  continuous  gummed 
lines  of  any  required  breadth  running  hori- 
zontally and  parallel  to  each  other  from  edge 
to  edge  across  the  pages  and  at  any  desired 
distance  apart,  and  also  with  corners  covered 
with  gum  for  affixing  newspaper  cuttings,  etc. 


Device  for   Marbling  Paper. 

A  process  and  machine  for  marbling  paper 
is  the  subject  of  a  recent  French  patent.  Gum 
is  poured  continuously  on  the  upper  side  of 
an  endless  belt  provided  with  a  border  and 
running  on  rolls.  Patches  of  colour  are 
dropped  m.echanically  on  the  surface  of  the 
gum,  whilst  the  paper  runs  on  a  reel  so  as  to 
come  into  contact  with  the  gum  and  receive 
the  required  impression.

I  The   Paper  and   Board  | 
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British  Board  Manufacturers  Meeting 
Growing   Demand. 

Although  there  has  been  a  quiet  period  in 
the  market  for  various  classes  of  boards,  there 
are  signs  now  of  a  revival  of  trade.  In- 
quiries are  coming  forward,  and  if  onl}'  there 
was  a  more  settled  industrial  state,  it  is 
believed  that  business  would  revive  very  con- 
siderably. In  the  matter  of  prices  one  par- 
ticular mill  has  been  able  to  effect  some  slight 
reductions,  but  in  this  case  it  was  due  to  the 
fact  that  certain  economies  had  been  effected 
m  the  purchase  of  raw  material.  The  opinion 
prevailing,  however,  is  that  prices  generally 
are  likely  to  rule  high,  because  of  the  high 
cost  not  only  of  raw  material,  but  of  labour, 
coal,  and  other  charges.  In  the  absence  of 
a  weakening  of  prices  in  these  directions, 
any  lowering  of  prices  of  boards  can  scarcely 
take  place.  Producers  of  pulp  give  no  indi- 
cation of  lower  quotations  for  their  output, 
and  the  fact  that  £"90  per  ton  has  been  paid 
for  bleached  sulphite  goes  to  indicate  that 
prices  for  board  must  necessarily  be  on  a  high 
level.  Among  board  manufacturers  it  is  held 
that  the  heavy  demand  which  falls  upon  pulp 
for  the  production  of  news-print  accounts  in 
no  small  degree  for  the  strength  of  quotations. 


Increased  Output. 

In  spite  of  this  handicap  British  board 
manufacturers  are  developing  the  output 
with  big  strides.  Indeed,  as  compared  with 
the  pre-war  production  the  figure  has  been 
doubled,  and  with  new  machines  coming  into 
operation,  as  in  the  case  of  the  Thames  Paper 
Co.'s  new  mill  at  Bromborough  Port,  the 
amount  of  board  produced  in  this  country  is 
bound  to  make  a  big  jump  forward  to  meet 
the  ever  increasing  demands  of  this  article  of 
commerce.  It  may  be  recalled  that  in  our 
reference  to  this  new  mill  in  our  issue  of 
October  31st,  1919,  it  was  mentioned  that  the 
Thames  Paper  Co.,  in  conjunction  with 
Messrs.  Lever  Brothers,  were  establishing  a 
large  mill  at  Bromborough  Port  near  Liver- 
pool, which  would  be  equipped  on  a  scale 
similar  to  the  extensive  plant  at  Purfieet, 
where  the  capacity  reaches  1,000  tons  a  week. 
We  understand  that  the  machines  have  been 
on  order  some  time,  the  production  of  ma- 
chinery of  this  type  involving  time,  but  it  is 
expected  that  they  will  be  running  next  year. 


enormously,  with  the  result  that  the  material 
is  required  in  ever  increasing  quantities. 
Fibre  board  packing  cases  have  already  taken 
the  place  of  wooden  boxes  to  a  very  large  ex- 
tent in  some  trades,  being  not  only  cheaper, 
but  lighter,  and  thus  saving  fre'ight  and 
storage  space.  Now  that  the  war  is  over 
traders  are  gradually  getting  back  to  their 
pre-war  standards  of  packing  various  pro- 
ducts, the  neat  and  ornate  appearance  of  the 
modern  cartons  forming  a  means  of  display- 
ing goods  which  catches  the  eye  of  the  cus- 
tomer, and  acts  as  a  very  excellent  advertising 
medium.  The  board  industry  is  an  accessory 
to  most  of  the  industries  of  the  country  of 
the  first  importance.  In  the  food  trade  alone 
the  employment  of  cartons  of  every  descrip- 
tion is  very  general.  For  tobacco,  con- 
fectionery and  a  hundred  and  one  other 
articles  cardboard  is  a  necessity,  and  although 
the  war  gave  it  a  special  impetus,  the  adapt- 
ability of  the  material  for  the  purposes  indi- 
cated will  cause  the  demand  for  boards  to 
increase. 


Strawboard  Substitute. 

We  understand  that  the  British  strawboard 
substitute  is  making  great  headway  and  has 
met  with  much  favour  owing  to  the  fact  that 
It  is  generally  found  to  bulk  better  than  the 
Dutch  product.  During  the  war  this  substi- 
tute was  employed  very  extensively  for  war 
purposes,  and  although  that  phase  of  activity 
has  ceased,  there  is  still  an  increasing  demand 
and  there  is  likely  to  be  good  business  done 
in  it  for  the  future.

The  Scottish  Box=Making  Industry. 

Scottish  box-making  is  in  a  healthy 
condition,  although  a  trifle  perturbed  about 
the  new  wage  demand.  Supplies  of  raw 
material  are  freely  available.  Most  firms  con- 
sider that  the  immediate  prospects  are  suffi- 
cientlygood.but  here  and  there  firms  are  found 
to  be  working  short  time.  This  mostly  applies, 
however,  to  those  whose  activities  during  the 
war  period  were  chiefly  confined  to  the 
making  of  various  specialities,  the  demand 
for  which  is  now  falling  off.  At  the  moment 
of  writing  the  coal  strike  is  having  a  restrain- 
ing effect  on  enterprise.  The  lowering  of  the 
sugar  ration  is  the  means  of  inducing  con- 
fectioners to  hold  their  hands.  But  box- 
makers  who  go  in  for  every  class  of  box  have 
not  at  present  any  particular  cause  to 
grumble.
